proposals for the year 1962-63, It will be recaHed that 
m these two letters the State Governments were requested 
to include adequate provisions in the Third Plan propo- 
sals to organise higher traming m agriculture and allied 
fields for selected farmers The detailed scheme has now 
been appi oved by the Planning Commission and is en- 
closed for consideration and adoption by the State 
Government

our country today to develop a desirable type of leader- 
ship m agricultural sector which would, m turn, help m 
stepping up agricultural production In a vast country 
hke India where millions of farmers live m scattered 
villages, the extension agency has to be properly aug- 
mented and strengthened to extend the results of proven 
research amongst farmmg community. Therefore it is 
considered essential that all possible methods be adopted 
to provide suitable type of training to the farmers It 
would be seen that in our system we have all arrrange- 
ments of imparting training to officials and non-oj06icials 
except the short-term specialised courses for the farmer 
himself It has been our experience that progressive 
practising farmer cannot afford to be away from his farm 
for long-term courses On the other handj two-three 
days villages camps which are being organised m the 
development blocks only provide a general knowledge 
about improved practices m agriculture and allied fields 
to the farmers However, no system exists which could 
provide a chance to the interested farmers to have higher 
knowledge m a particular agriculture field in which he 
feels interested The enclosed scheme has accordingly 
been prepared keeping m view the demand of progressive 
farmers and their role in extension work and community 
development programme m our country 

3 It would be seen from the details of the scheme 
that this type of traming would be organised at only those 
Extension Trainmg Centres, Agriculture Schools and 
Agriculture Colleges where agricultural farms and other 
physical facilities for imparting a very practical type of 
training exist It would be entirely for the State Govern- 
vsm^\% to ^ekQt such mrtitutions keeping mto considera- 
tion the basic need of higher training of progressive fmm- 
ers Selection of traming institutions is a very important 
*«lt» t0 cott^ider «? the wJheJe character of tins scheme 
«illlie 6 Jofe related trfeiMng for orientiiig the farf»4r W 
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his special needs The Directorate has only allocated 
the number of institutions as per enclosed hst (Annexure 
C) The State Government may use their discretion in 
carefully earmarking the training centres out of the cate- 
gories of institutions mentioned above for implementing 
this programme 

4 As m the scheme no T A has been provided for 
the farmer for undertaking journeys m connection with 
the training, it is suggested that the selected farmers from 
the neighbouring areas may be invited to undergo this 
training, and the entire training may be developed on 
regional requirements 

5 Each training course is proposed to be of approx* 
imately 10-15 days' duration It may be mentioned here 
that no rigidity should be observed m deciding the duration 
of a particular course and it would vary from one subject 
matter field to another and also taking into consideration 
the needs of the participants It may also be mentioned 
here that only a tentative syllabus has been suggested bat 
for each course the training institution has to develop a 
syllabus based on the actual needs of the participants* 
This would require a very careful programme planning 
on the part of those who are concerned with conducting 
this programme The courses would be conducted m 
the field of agricultural production m order to raise the 
standard and efficiency of farm management andotfeear 
major aspect of improved farming The coilr^s wouM 
generally include the areas of crop husbandry mdndiflg 
improved crop vaneties, improved agricultural practices 
like green manuring and fertilizer apphcation, fruit And 
vegetable growing, farming methods leading to soil and 
water conservation, livestock management, etc 

6 At eachiiarmers* traimng wmg nearly 16 courses 
would be organised m a year and in each course 40 sdtected 
f'armers^ would be tramed 
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As mentioned above, the nature of training would 
■completely be practical and it would be desirable to build 
up each course based on the experience gained m the 
previous courses It is also emphasized that besides the 
training centre staff who will be primarily responsible for 
imparting this trmmg, some selected farmarsj district and 
regional specialists, field staff may be fully associated m 
the programme 

7 As the training centres and agricultural colleges 
are adequately equipped with physical facihties m various 
fields of agricultural production, the scheme envisages 
provision for construction of hostel, equipment etc only 
on austerity basis 

8. As this training would be a continuing and re- 
curring feature of the institutions, separate staff has been 
provided in the scheme, but it may be mentioned her© 
that the staff of the training centre, blocks and field 
should be associated m order to provide an effective type 
of training. In this connection, it is once more emphas- 
ized that staff members who are appointed under this 
programme at the training institutions should have 
adequate field experience and well equipped to handle 
such a type of speciahsed trammg 

9, It may also be pointed out that plan provision 
for orgamsmg this type of training were made m the Third 
Five Year Plan proposals and most of the State Govern- 
ments made provisions at the time of the State Plan discuss- 
ions for the year 1 962-63 In case adequate provisions have 
not been ma^e in the budget for 1962-63, the same could be 
provided by adjustment withm overall budget provision 
ts^^ ti36 Grdup * Agricijlairal Researdjrinfornmtion and 
Sl^t^)@|^' ^nd^r tbe^ h@aA Agriculture Necessary pypvi- 
sion of the scheme m the subsequ^t years should be made 
m the State Annual Plans at the appropriate time.

Revised scheme for specialised training of selected 
farmers {Grams Sahaydks) in -agricultural field establish- 
ment of farmers training wmgs at ahe Extension Training 
Centres and Agricultural Colleges 

Introduction 

Developing the desired leadership in agricultural 
field, whxch could assist m agncultutal production progra 
mmes is one of the most important responsibilities of Ex- 
tension Administrators For this purpose it is essential 
that the progressive farmers should be given practical tra- 
ining m improved agricultural methods at places where 
they could have a reahstic experience approximating their 
village conditions 

It has now been widely recognised that provision of 
vocational education to the largest segment of our popula- 
tion which IS wedded to agriculture, is essential not only 
to improve and increase production but also to provide 
proper conditions for reception of the newer knowledge? 
newer techniques and newer practices flowing from 
research 

Some efforts have been made m this direction by 
way of organising short duration camps for village leaders 
(Gram Sahayaks) m the development blocks since the in- 
ception of the Community Development Programme in 
1952 In i957^ there came about a significant shift m the 
emphasis of the Community Development programme m 
favour of agricultural production Accordingly jthe empha- 
sis m the village leaders (Gram Sahayaks) training also 
shifted to agriculture including animal husbandry and 
minor irrigation Till September, 1960, nearly 25 lakhs of 
village leaders (Gram Sahayaks) received such a training 
m c^mps organised from 1 to 3 days duration at village 
level in development blocks 

Besides the above, the LC A, R had orgamsed for 
a few years 6 months short courses m mally States, but 
#iey did not prdve popular Vocational schools of the 
Maiari type Jiav^ afeo been set up specially m Maharashtra 
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State though these have gradually become job-centred 
with a great many of the tramees seekmg Government 
Service m lower ranks It would be seen, that none of 
these training programmes provide for short-term courses 
which could be conveniently availed of by the farmers 
accordmg to their varied needs and without sacnficmg the 
agricultural operations m their respective areas 

Village leaders training programme was studied by 
the agricultural production team sponsored by the Ford 
Foundation m 1959 and m their report they have recom- 
mended that "the adoption of the village leaders camp 
idea at this stage of the educational process seems to have 
great potential Camps should be encouraged In terms of 
their importance and the amount of resources that are 
used^ great care should be used m planning and executing 
them to assure maximum educational impact"* 

In the annual conference of Community Develop- 
ment held m July 1959, it was recommended that 1 tc 2% 
Gram Sahayaks trained since October 1957 should be pro 
vided facilities for higher training It was felt that this tra- 
ining would make the active and enthusiastic Gram Saha- 
yaks more useful and serviceable. The subject came up 
for further discussion in the Annual Conference on Com- 
muntity Development held m June, 1960 at Srinagar It 
was recommended that arrangements should be made for 
higher training of Gram Sahayaks 

Accordmgly* a scheme to provide speciahsed tramm- 
ing to 50,000 selected farmers (Gram Sahayaks) was pre- 
pared by the Directorate of Extensioot Mimstry of Food 
and Agriculture (Department of Agriculture) m consulta-^ 
tion with the Mimstry of Community Development which 
has already been approved by the Planmng Commission 

Specaai Secretary (AgncuIture)oii his recent visit to 
Kenya observed that in our system we have arrangement*. 
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for all the types of courses except the short-term course 
for the farmer himself Our dijQBcultry with the previous 
system was that it kept the farmer away for too long The 
merit of Kenya system is that the farmer can easily j5nd 
the period required without saciificmg the agricultural 
operations and, m fact, it is so popular that the farmers 
are prepared to pay 

Keeping the observations of the Special Secretary 
in view, the following revised scheme for speciahsed train- 
ing of selected farmers m the jSeld of agriculture has been 
drawn: 

Objectives of higher speciahsed training 

The mam objectives of imparting specialised train- 
ing m agriculture to selected farmers are as follows - 

1 To impart the latest knowledge m improved 
Riethods of farming to selected farmers and convince them 
through demonstrations and other methods that these 
practices are useful and workable under their conditions 
This will enable them to bring technology and science to 
bear on their traditional methods of farming and conside- 
rably increase agricultural productions, 

2 To make them more useful and serviceable and 
enable them to assume greater responsibihties m the field 
of agriculture leading to adoption of improved practices 
by as large a number of cultivators as possible 

3 To develop desirable leadership m the field of 
agricultural extension m order to multiply the efforts of 
th€> normal extension agency 

4 To develop more effectively the use of land and 
other natural; resources^ laboui: and capital m agnculture 

5 To narrow down the gap between technical de- 
]partments^ eflfectlbg agricultural dev^^ment and^heir use 
fcpracifce, ' S , ^ 
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Details of the scheme 

It IS proposed to establish farmers training wings at 
the extension training centres, basic agricultural schools 
and agricultural colleges so that they could impart training 
to selected farmers at a rate of 64,000 farmers each year 
(as given m annexure C) m the Third Five Year Plan per- 
iod Accordingly, m the remaining years of the Plan 
period 2^56,000 selected farmers would receive training at 
these centres in agriculture field However m the first 
year of its maplementation, the training would be organi- 
sed at only selected extension training centres, agricultural 
schools and agricultural colleges on limited scales Once 
the mtial requirement of the trained VLWS has been met 
by October 1963» it is expected that some of the extension 
training centres m each State will be available for organis- 
ation of vanous types of mservice training programmes 
including higher trammg of farmers It is intended that 
such traimng courses for selected farmers should be orga- 
nised at those places where agnculttiral farms and other 
facilities for imparting practical training exist In 
the mtial stages, selected farmers from the neighbounng 
areas would be invited to undergo this trammg which 
would gradually be extended to cover a district or a region 
having broadly similar conditions 

Each, training course wiU be of approxiimt^ly 1W5 
days, duration The duration of the course, however, will 
vary according to the subject matter fields to be covered 
and the needs of the participants These courses would 
aim at improving farm skiUs* increasing agricultural pro- 
daiction, raising the standard and efficieiicy of farm 
managejBgfeent and of other major aspects coimected with 
fmxm$ The needa of different categories of farmers for 
special types of skills required m all important branches 
of agriQulture would be catered to according to the laeal 
needs and conditions, Tliese courses m tm way vnU. be a 
QixK^iMwre fhr fcrnfffiar cDUTses e&red bf oikm: hiabor msM^ 
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utions m the field of agriculture. Therefore, the actual 
duration frequency and design of these training courses 
would depend upon the interest of selected farmers 

At each farmer's training wmg nearly 16 courses 
will be organised m a year In each course, 40 selected 
farmers will be trained Thus each farmers' training wing 
will be able^o impart training to 640 farmers m a year 
and, m all the 100 institutions, 64,000 farmers would be 
trained per year Taking into consideration the number 
that may be trained at extension training centres, agri- 
cultural schools and agricultural colleges? it is expected 
that during the Third Plan nearly 2,56,000 selected farmers 
would receive tiaimngm such specialised agricultural 
fields 

Nature of training 

It has been expei lenced that the practical farmers do 
not find sujBBlcient time to undergo a generalised type of 
training m agricultural extending over a few months It 
is felt that for selected farmers adhoc training courses in 
special subjects such as crop husbandry mcludmg 
improved crop varieties, improved agricultural practicies 
like green manuring and fertilizer application, fruit and 
vegetable growing, farming methods leadmeg to water and 
soil conservation, operation of improved agricultural im- 
plements* plant protection measuies, hvestock manage- 
ment, etC', would be more useful 

These courses would aim at providing a practical and 
intensive training m selected subjects based on the prob- 
lems that the cultivators may have m these fields In 
order to make the adhoc training courses practical;^ the 
institutions will have to make special preparations for 
organismg eadbi course It will also be desirable that be- 
mid^ the traiaisg centre staff who will be primarily res- 
ponsible for impartrfig this training, some selected

progressive farmers, District, Regional and State Level 
speciahsts m the field of agnculture be mvited to discuss 
and thrash out problems of farming with the selected 
farmers Suitable provisions for honorarium, therefore^ 
has been made m the scheme so that the specialists may 
be called to cover various subjects during the training 
period Visits to nearby farms of Agnculture Department, 
Regional Research Stations and other institutions and 
progressive farmers will also be arranged 

Method of conducting the training 

The methods of training will mclude demonstrations, 
few selected talks, field trips- group discussions and prac- 
ticals for selected farmers on important items of the 
course An effort will be made to enable the farmers to 
gam practical knowledge which they could supply in their 
farming The syllabus for each course will have to be 
developed by the institutions concerned with the guidance 
and assistance of concerned speciahsts after taking into 
consideration the local conditions However, a tentative 
outline of a few selected courses is appended with this 
scheme for guidance of the training institutions^ 

Cost of the scheme 

The cost of the scheme is given m appendix B As it 
IS envisaged that this traimug would be a regufer fottofe at 
almost all ths institutions, it is 6$setitial that additional 
facilities of accommodation miA staff mt ^^iM^ ade- 
quately, a non-recurring expenditure of Rs 25,000 has 
been provided at 6^h institution for providmg hostel 
accomoctatton and other building The total cost of the 
scheme is estimated at Rs 1*00,98,000. 

Sharing of the expenditure 

The pattern of centra assistance would be the same 
as for other swM'Xt schemes iiKjluded in the Thifti l^iite 
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Year Plan, i e the Centre would bear 75% of the non- 
recurring expenditure as well as 25% of the recurring one as 
communicated m Planning Commission's letter No PC(P)

Hon Sn Tenneti Viswanatham has mentioned some 
thing about Sn VenkatesjjURra University Syndicate, I 
would not like to make any comment about any opinion 
by any Syndicate in the State The three Syndicates were 
requested to express opinion m this matter and broadly 
speaking, they have said that an Act of this nature would 
interfere with the autonomy of the Universities But we 
need not necessarily subscribe to this opinion of th^^ 
Syndicates as a decision is being taken by Parliament it- 
self and the general pattern is now accepted throughout 
the country That is, m our neighbouring States also the 
position is being clarified m such a manner that it is accep- 
ted that the accounts and the actions of the Syndicate 
m terms of various annual accounts of the Universities 
should be the subject-matter of some discussion and re- 
view by the Legislature I see no reason why we should 
not take objection to the Syndicate's view point that it is 
not m conformity with the existing Acts After all the 
existing Universities Acts approach the problem m a cer- 
tain manner But m future there may be a change and 
\s^en that change takes place there should be no objection 
on anybody's parr 

As the matter is seized by the Government of India 
and as action is being taken in Parliament and also m the 
neighbouritig States, we are awaiting the position to be 
clarified It is not only to amend the Osmania Univer-
